Terrorists slay 3 Israelis 
in Cyprus; ‘TheyTl pay*

The government last night 
warned that the perpetrators of 
yesterday's terror attack in Lar- 
naca and those who had sent 
them would not escape punish- 
ment. The warning followed the 
murder yesterday of three 
Israelis aboard their yacht in the 
Cjpriot port by three as-yet- 
umdentified terrorists, at least 
two of whom are known to be 
Palestinians. Reports from Lar- 
naca say that the third was a 
blond maD:. probably German, 
who spoke fluent En^sh. 

Hie riiree dead Israelis were 
identified as Reuven and Esther 
Paltzur of Haifa, both in their 
fifties, and Avrabam Avneri, 
56, of Arad. 

Tlie terrorists raided the yacht 
first at dawn, shot dead Esther 
Paltzur and held the two men on 
board hostage, demanding the 
release. of 20 Fatah prisoners in' 
Israel. 


Armed police and anti-terrorist 
units sealed off the marina while 
officials negotiated with the terror- 
ists. who sorrendered just after two 
in the afternoon, at the end of a 
nine-hour siege. 

Cypriot security sources said the 
two men had been shot through the 
back of the head with a pistol fitted 
with a silencer. The body of Esther 
Paltzur was left han^ng o%'er the rail 
of the yacht throughout the entire 
period.' 

By last night, senior Israeli de- 
fence offidals said that they still had 
no dear indication which terrorise 
organization was behind the killings. 
Despite an anonymous telephone 
call to the French Press Agency 
office in Jerusalem claiming that 
Arafat's Force 17 was involved, and 
the terrorists' demand that members 
of Yasser Arafat’s wing of the PLO 
be released from Israeli prisons, it 
was far from clear, sources said, that 
Arafat was behind this attack. 

“We know nothing at this stage." 
TTie Jerusalem Post was told. “We 
(fid not negotiate with the tenorists 
and had absolutelv no contact with 


them. We are still waiting for in- 
fonnation from Larnaca." 

Unofficially, however. Israeli de- 
fence sources' said that che murders 
were probably commined by a Force 
17 unit, though it was possible that 
the PLO chief, who has tech in 
Baghdad for the past three days, was 
not in\'olved. The PLO has officially 
denied any connection with the inci- 
dent. 

It is believed that the attack was 
intended to secure the release from 
Israel of Feisal Abu Shar. the deputy 
coounander of Force 17, who was 
captured with 11 other terrorists by 
the Israeli navy in the first week of 
September. 

Shortly after Abu Shar's capture, 
the A^'office in Jerusalem received 
a call warning that unless he was 
released a major terrorist attack 
would take place. Yesterday's call to 
the same office linked the warning to 
the Lamaca action. 

A government communique last 
night said Israel would use all means 
to protect its citizens in an all-out 
war against terrorism and added: 
“The murderers and those who sent 
them will not escape punishment. 


The government of Israel expresses 
shock over the vile murder of three 
Israeli citizens on the morning of 
Yom Kippur.” 

The communique said Israel held 
“the Government of Cyprus re- 
sponsible for everything that hap- 
pens in its territory and e.xpects the 
Opriot authorities to act according- 

Because of the Yom Kippur fast, 
radio services were off the air and 
most Israelis did not hear of the 
attack until the holiday ended at 
dusk. 

As soon as news of the incident 
reached Israel at 7.15 yesterday 
morning, senior Defence Mini.<;r;y 
and military officers were called into 
conference at General Headquarters 
in Tel Aviv. 

It was only towards noon, howev- 
er. that a li^t aircraft with Israel'-s 
ambassador to Cyprus. Meir Garish 
(who had been in Israel for Yom 
Kippur), and a small staff 
was dispatched to the 
Cypriot port. En route, they were 
informed that the three gunmen had 
given themselves up and that the 
hostages had been murdered.

Reporters who visited the yacht 
saw the Israeli woman Esther Palt- 
zur's body slumped over a deck 
railing.

The two hostages, Reuven Paltzur 
and Avraham Avneri, lay slumped 
on cots in -the yacht’s small cabin. 
Both bad their feet tied together as 
well as their hands tied bet^d their 
backs with blue plastic rope. 

Both appearte to have been shot 
in the back of the brad. 

Shortly before their surrender the 
terrorists were observed tossing a 
small object overboard. Police later 
recovered a Spanish Uama 7.65 mm. 
pistol equq>ped with a silencer, be- 


lieved to be the weapon used to kill 
the two hostages. 

The sudden surrender and shoot- 
ing of the hostages shocked Cypriot 
Interior Minister Conscanttnos 
Michaelides and other officials who 
until a few minutes earlier had been 
negotiating with the gunmen for the 
release of the two Israelis. 

hficbaelides earlier told reporters 
the terrorists were demandmg the 
release of 20 terrorist prisoners in 
Israeli jails. 

The prisoners included Force 17 
terrorists captured by the Israel 
Navy from the yacht Canda. which 
sailed from X.antaca on September 1 , 
he said. 

Michaelides said the terrorists had 
also demanded to see the French and 
Egyptian ambassadors and a Red 


Cross official, and that a plane be 
made ready for them at Lamaca 
airport. 

The Egyptian envoy, Yehia Hosni 
Kabel, went to the yacht to talk to 
the gunmen and later told reporters 
they did not belong to any specific 
organization. Two PLO officials, 
identified as Abu Murad and Abu 
Saleh, also went on board the yacht. 

An official of the PLO office ii 
Nicosia said the three were not PLO 
members, adding: “We condemn 
terrorist action on Cypriot soil." 

Lamaca residents said the Rrst 
was a regular visitor to the marina 
and last docked there a week ago.

Man kills llireateni]^ Jerusalem

A 65-year-old Fetah Tikva man, 
Muir Braverman, is to appear this 
morning at Jerusalem police head- 
qpartets for questioziu^ about Tues- 
day morning’s slaying oif a mentally- 
disforbed Arab bagel salesman out- 
side Herod's Gate at the Old City. 

Braverman was released on bail 
shortly before Yom Kippur b^ao 
after reconstructing for police inves- 
tigators the slaying of 38-year-old 
Hassan Hussein Mashara of Beit 
SahuT. - 

It is hj^y unusual for a suspect 
even in an aocidentel slaying to be 
released from mistbdy on the same 
day as his arrest. But, police noted, 
Biaveiman had posted bond, had 
(soperated fully, and there was no 
reason to susp^ he would not 
appear this morning for farther 
questioning. 

The inej^t, however, contains 
elements of mystery, with Braver- 
man’s version difibring somewhat 
fiKMn accounts by passersby, both 
Jewish and Arab. 

Braverman told police Mashara 
bad assaulted him and his wife with a 
knife as tiiey were buying bread 

Braverman said he had fired once

into the air and, when Mashara con- 
tinued making “threatening adv- 
ances" toward his wife, had then 
fired at the man’s head, killing him 
instantly. 


But other accounts - including 
that of Braverman 's wife before she 
was hospitalized for nervous shock ~ 
seemed to contradict the su^ect's 
claim of self-defence. 


No knife was found in the vicinity 
- though Mashara was carrying a 
large iron skeleton key - and more 
than two shots may have been fired. 
Police have asked for an autopsy to 
determine bow many shots hit 
Mashara. 

Three houis after the shooting, 
Braverman. who confessed to the 
police officer first on the scene - 
reconstnined his version of events 
for police video cameras. 

All the witnesses, including sever- 
al Arabs, agreed that Mashara - who 
has a history of mental disturbance - 
appeared to approach the Petah Tik- 
va couple in a threatening manner. 
However, several witnesses . told 
police that the suspect had only 
shouted at Mashara tefore using his 
licensed 7.65min. pistol. 

Police sources said Braverman 
had “obviously panicked.” and one 
source criticized “the ease with 
which people have been drawing 
guns." 

“It probably would hax’e been no 
problem for him to simply lead his 
wife away and into their car (which 
was parked across the street). But he 
app^Qtiy decided to shoot first and 
questions later." said the source.

They had been members of the 
Carmel Yacht Qub for 15 years and 
Reuven Paltzur was also active in the 
Haifa Sea Scouts, helping to teach 
youngsters to sail.

Writing in The Waskin^n Post, 
Kirkpatrick rejected King Hussein's 
proposal that foe U.S. open talks 
with the joing delegation, even 
foou^ some members of the PLO 
be included. 

She also opposed an intematio nal 
conference on the Middle East, with 
the Soviet Urn'oin participating. 

"For foe U.S. government to fol- 
low the course now urged upon us 
would require that we break our 
promise to Israel not to deal with foe 
unless it has aco^ed Resolu- 
tions 242 and 338 and renounced 
terrorism (it has done neither), and 
do so without any commitment that 
Jordan would enter direct negotia- 
tions with Israel," she said. “Accepr- 
foe proposal would also require 
giving foe Soviet Union a new role 
and new influence in a vital area.'' 

Instead, she supported Israel's 
qjpeal for direct negotiations with 


Jordan without preconditions as.tbe 
best means for advandng the peaite 
process. 

"The reason no start has been 
made in impiementiog Resolutions 
242 and 338 is that Israel’s oeigb- 
bouis- Jordan, Syria and Lebanon- 
have refused to negotiate with Israel 
even though they know they could 
regain lost territories by doing so," 
she said. “The prospect of tangible 
gains has not b^n as compeUing as 
foe intangible satisfection of denying 
ferael's existence."

Lebanese Shi’ites pledge to kill Tsrafilis 

SEIRUT (AP).-LebanoQ’sShi’ites 
esterday marked the ^th in battle 
if their saint, imam ^-Htissein, 14 
eaturies ^o, by cutting themselves 
vith swords and vowing to kill 
sraelis in South Lebanon. 

About 5,000 men and youngsters 
narched through the streets of the 
ihi'ite town of Nabatiye, 45 
dlometres south of Beirut, wearing 
vhite, and slanting their heads uith 
;uTved swords and razor blades. 

In West Beirut, the festival - 
cDown as Ashura- was less bloody. 

Shops, banks, restaurants and 
businesses dosed for the day in the 
Sfoslem sector, much of it controlled 


by Shi’ite militias. Moslem newspap- 
ers did not publish. 

Militiamen fir^ rocket-propelled 
grenades and automatic weapons in 
the air in celebration. A. crowd of 
several thousand Shi'ites paraded in 
south Beirut in an anti-American 
and anti-Israel protest. They carried 
efSgies of U.S. and Israel leaders 
with placards reading “Death to 
Reagan” and “Death to Begin.'* 

(Menahem Begin was prime 
minister when the Israel D^ence 
Forces invaded Lebanon in 1982.) 

The mardiers dragged U.S. flags 
along the dusty streets, stamping on 


them. They carried huge pictures of 
Iranian leader Ayatollah Khomeini. 

The parade was led by a half- 
dozen Sfai'ite Amal militia trucks 
with anti-aircraft guns and 75 mm. 
guns. 

The Ashura festival marks the 
death of tmam al-Hussein with 200 
followers in 'tibe Battle of Karbala in 
6S0 A.D. against rivals on a phun in 
what is now southern Iraq. 

Wednesday is the 10th day of 
Moharram, the. first month of the 
Moslem lunar calendar. It is known 
among Shi'ites as Ashura, the day of 
Imam al-Hussein's death, an occa- 
sion for masochistic lamentation.

On Tuesday, the Bank oi Japan 
and the West German Bundesbmik 
reportedly stepped in vnlh large dol- 
lar sales to stifle modest rallies by tiic 
dollar. 

In London, the dollar dropped 
only marginally against the pound. It 
cost S1.4287 to buy one poimd steri- 
ing, compared with SI .4285 late 
Tuesday.

3 South AMcan blacks 
die in fresh rioting 


PRETORIA (Reuter). -TWo blacks 
were burned to death yesierday, and 
another was shot to death by police, 
amid further anti-apartheid uiuest in 
South Africa. 

A police spokesman said the char- 
red body of a black woman was 
found at Longa township near Cape 
Town. 

At a township near Queenstown 
in the troubled Eastern Cape, a 
black man died of burns after police 
took him to hospital. 

Another black man was shot in 
New Brighton, a black township out- 
ride Port Elizabeth 96Skms. soutii 
of Johannesburg, police said. 

More than 700 people have died in 
almost daily killings over the past 
year, according to unofficial counts. 

Also yestci^y, the government 
for the second time in three days 
unveiled plans to redraw its bound- 
aries of black homelands. Chris 
Heunis. minister of constitutional 
development and planning, said this 
would involve forcibly moving an 
undetermined number of blacks and 
some whites. 

Forced removal, as the practice is 
called, is one of the most widely 
criticized aspects of apartheid. Ear- 
lier this year, the government said it 
was halting the practice. 

It was unclear why, when the 
government is trying to tell the world 
that apartheid is on the way out, it 
should suddenly announce ttot more 
people are to be forced off their land 
so that the races remain separate. 

In Port Elizabeth, a police 


surgeon yesterday won an injunction 
in a court restraining police from 
assaulting detainees. 

Dr. Wendy Orr. 25. acting on her 
own initiative, presented eridence to 
the court that police have been syste- 
matically beating detainees held 
under emergency regulations aimed 
at checking widespread riots. 

The order granted by Justice 
J.P.G. Eksteen said emergency' laws 
in effect since July did not give police 
inmunity from court action over 
wilful assaults on detainees. Police 
did not oppose the application for 
the order. 

Orr said that while working for 
police since January she had gained 
the impression that they believed 
they enjoyed immunity under the 
emergency laws. Some were “quite 
unrestrained," she said. 

She said she saw an average of 20 
detainees daily, sometimes up to 
360, and they made complaints “on a 
vast scale." They almost always 
showed injuries consisteni with the’ir 
allegations. 

In London. Britain announced 
that it was recalling its two military- 
attaches from Sou& Africa and en- 
dorsing a list of limited sanctions 
adopted by other Common Market 
countries against the Pretoria gD\'- 
eniment. 

The sanctions wre uppro\'ed bv 
the other nine members of the Com- 
mon Market, or European Econo- 
mic Community, on September lU. 
but Britain then held buck, pending 
further study. 


Thousands of police, soldiers 
keep peace as Punjab votes 


AMRITSAR, India (AP). - Punjab 
voters voted yester^y under the 
shadow of Sikh tenorism, turning 
out under heavy guard after a three- 
day wave of violence that left eight 
people dead. 

More than 120,000 police and pa- 
ramilitary troops stood guard across 
this rich , Sikh-dominated state in the 
most massive show of force ever 
mustered for a regional election dur- 
ing India’s 38 years of independence. 

In addition, more than 40,000 In- 
dian Army troops were on 24-hour 
alert to help curb violence in the 
elcirtion. seen as a major test of the 
statesmanship of India’s young 
Prime Kfinister Rajiv Gandhi. 

On the eve of the balloting, Sikh 
terrorists opposed to the election 
poisoned two workers from Gan- 
dhi’s Congress Party and planted at 
least four bombs in Ludhiana, a 
HQndn stronghold of 1 . 1 miliion peo- 
I^e., ia.what police siMd was a. cam- 
paign to fri^ten voters from toe 
polls. 

Security sources said 109 sus- 
pected Sikh extremists were round- 
ed up before toe polls opened. Gur- 
dip Singh, secretary of toe militant 
All-Indte Sikh Student Federation, 
claimed that several members of his 
organization had been detained. 

N.S. Aulakh, spokesman for toe 
Punjab state police, said no rioleoce 
was reported during the voting. 


At toe state's more than 12.00U 
polling stations, at least two armed 
policemen and one national guards- 
man stood watch. Parking within 200 
metres of polling stations was ban- 
ned as a precaution against terrorist 
bombings. Armed guards assigned 
by toe state to candidates were re- 
quired to check their guns at the 
door before entering polling places. 

Meanwhile, Prime Minister Rajiv 
Gandhi, in a sweeping reshuffic 
yesterday, added 16 new ministers, 
named a foreign minister and took 
over the defence portfolio. 

The expansion of the Council of 
Mjmsters was expected as Gandhi 
promoted two key ait^, dropped 
five ministers and reorganized sever- 
al ministries. 

Gandhi himself is in drarge of five 
portfolios, including defence and 
planning. He also holds toe pon^ 
folios for per^nnel and reforms^ 
setehee and technology, environ- 
ment and forests.

LIBYAN LEADER Muammar 
Gaddafi, his entbusiasm far from 
dampened by successive feilures and 
rebuffs from his fellow rulers, has 
taken a new tack in hb one-man 
campaign to bring the Arab world 
together. 

The 43-year-old colonel, having 
nuraired the dream of Arab unity 
throughout his political life, has now 
adopted the slogan ''unity by force," 
which appears to mean exactly what 
it says. 

In speeches this month to cele- 
brate the 16th anniveisary of his' 
1969 coup, the Libyan leader said be 
had come to the conclusion that 
attempts to unite gradually or 
through economic integration were 
doomed to failure. 

As the driving force behind pre- 
vious such abortive attempts - with 
Egypt and Sudan, Tunisia, Syria and

Glad - Gaddafi is well placed to 
judge such methods. 

The alternative he proposes is as 
radical and unorthodox as the man 
himself. "We call on any Arab state 
able to achieve Arab unity by force 
to go ahead and do it. We will be the 
first to support it," he said. 

The Libyan leader's passion for 
unity so overrides other considera- 
tions that he says he would support 
sudi a move even if his sworn ene- 
mies were behind it. 

"If Egypt can bring all the Arabs 
into the stable of David (the Camp 
David accords with Israel and the 
U.S.) by force, then so be it. Let's at 


least capitulate together under the 
banner^ unity," he says. 

Gaddafi holds out a sUm pros- 
pect of more peaceful union if Arab 
states were to accept the “Arab 
federation" idea emissaries of his 
went out canvasring early this sum- 
mer. 

Under this scheme, which re- 
ceived little attention or support in 
the rest of the Arab world, a federa- 
tion of the 22 Arab states would have 
a rotating presidency and chairmen 
of councils of ministers, much like 
the European Community.

haidly' indicates a high degree of 
enthusiasm. 

Diplomats is Tripoli itey many 
Arab leaders would have answered 
that the suggested federation liad no 
advant^es over the present Arab 
League, itself in disarray because of 
the deep division between radi^ 
and conservative states. 

A league summit in Casablanca 
last month ftiled to attract more 
than a handful of the most infiitential 
Arab leaders. Gaddafi, RingFahdot 


Saudi Arabia and presidents Hafez 
al-Assad of Syria and Saddam Htis- 
sein of Iraq did not attend. 

Gaddafi says if his federation idea 
was reject^ "dashes will begin, 
violence will b^n, because we can- 
not leave the worid in its present 
state." - ■ 

DIPLOMATS in Tripoli explain tiie 
Libyan leader's new and violent 
qtproaefa to Arab unity as a sign of 
frnstration. 

“He is impatient and be has a 
dream. He has tried unity without 
force and it just hasn’t worked," says 
one. 

Gaddafi's statements also coin- 
cide with cooler than normal rela- 
tions with Syria, his main ally for 
several years, and a decline in the 
mfluence Lit^a can wield in the

The diplomats say falling oil re- 
venues give Gaddafi less maneuver- 
inc space to suppon the Palestinian 
and other national liberation move- 
ments which have helped extend his 
influence way beyond the confines of 
North Africa. 

Thev note that, in his speech, 
Gaddafi mentioned subventions to 
Palestinian groups of between SI 
milUon and $140,000, surprisingly 
low fieures though perhaps no more 

than a rhetorical device. ^ 

On the other hand, relation.^ with 
Sudan have improved dramatically 
since the overthrow of President 
Jaafar Numeiri in April aiid an in- 
congruous treaty of union with 
Morocco has stayed the course for a 
foil vear. 

The Tripoli media say Libya hni 
witfidrawn its support from 
Su^nese rebel leader John Gurang. 
Diplomats agreed but added that 
Gaddafi had probably attached con- 
ditions to the withdrawal.

Syria was not represented at the 
traditional September 1 celebrations

' The U.S. ^feooe Department Is 
spending S6(X) million on a program- 
me to &ve!op prototypes of such 
computerized weapons systems that 
have artificial intelligence - the abil- 
ity to think, reason, deal with uncer- 
tainty, see and even speak much like 
humans do. 

"Smart" cos^iuters some day will 
save lives by removing humans from 
some dangerous situations and by 
increasing the speed and accuracy of 
critical combat decisions, advocates 
of the Pentagon’s strategic comput- 
ing programme say. They met last 
track for the International ' Joint 
Conference on Artificial lotelli- 
geace. 

But critics, who also attended the 
conference at the Universiiy of Cali- 
fornia at Los Angeles, say scientists 
will not be able to make such compu- 
ters fully raliable, and that overcon- 
fidence in inteiligent machines will 
make aaddental nuclear war more 
likely. 

"You can ^tainly make a (robot) 
tank that will crawl over the land- 
scape, but wbra it turn^ around and 
points its weapons at you; -you may 
regret it." says retirad Xerox Co^. 
computer sdentin Severo Ornstein, 
chairman of (he 700-member Com- 
puter Professionals for Social E(e- 
sponsibiUty.

"As much as I mistrust the judg- 
ment of politicians, when it comes to 
the kind of decision-making in- 
volved in whether to fire a missile or 
not. I much prefer the judgment of 
human beings," he adds. 

RAJ REDDY, director of die Robo- 
tics Institute of Pittsburgh’s 
Camegie-Mellon University, coun- 
ters that lives could be saved if we 
"let robots fight robots and people 
stay in the ba&ground." 

"Where people are incompetent 
to do rapid decision-making, a com-- 
' puter can advise them and t^e over 
in a fail-safe sense," Reddy says. "If 
you build systems intelligently, they 
will make sure bad things don’t hap- 
pen. 

"They can eUminate the scenario 
where one thing malfunctions and 
evecyoife thin leg we'ie going to have 
a nuclear war." 

The five-year strategic computing 
programme, now in its second year. 


is run bv the Defence Advanced 
Research Projects Agency, which 
provides the majority of government 
funding for basic research in compu- 
ter science. 

The programme is aimed at pro- 
ducing prototypes of "smart" 
weapons systems, which would in- 
clude: 

• The , unmanned robot tank, cal- 
led an "autonomous land vehicle," 
which could "see" with a television 
camera so it could navigate across a 
battlefield to deliver supplies or 
scout enemy positions and attack 
them. 

• A "pilot's associate." which 
would assess weather, terrain, fuel 
consumption and other information 
and speak in a synthesized voice to 
provide the human pilot with a list of 
possible actiqns. 

• A “battlefield management sys- 
tem" containing a data bank of 
knowledge, known as an "expert 
system." that would quickly analyse 


numerous intelligence reports 
suggest possible strategies to human 
commanders. 

THESE SYSTEMS remain in their 
infancy", for example, a prototype 
robot tank tested in May by Martin 
Marietta Corp. was capable of mov- 
ing ar 5 kph and only on a paved 
road. Pentagon spokeswoman Jan 
Bodanyi says. 

The strategic computing program- 
me is intended only to develop tech- 
noiosies to make such weapons 
possible. Their actual production 
would be left to the armed servi^. 
she says. ^ 

Critics note that computers can do 
onlv what people tell them to do. 
Thev sav human programmers are 
unlikely' to anticipate ail the situa- 
tions a’ computer might encimnter 
and also will have great difficuily 
making computers its intelligent as 
humans. 

•T'm worried they're going to put 
a so-called intelligent (computer) 
assistant in the cockpit of a fighter 
plane and it's not going to be as 
intelligent as one would hope," says 
Ronald Brachman. a computer sci- 
entist at Bell Laboratories in Murray 
Hill. New Jersey. 

Joe Mundy. a General Electric 
Co. scientist developing a vision sys- 
tem for the robot tank, replies 
once humans have decided on baiVw 
policies and programmed computers 
to follow them, the computers are 
“much more efficient in short lime 
periods to e.xecute the policy you've 
decided on." (Associsied Press) 


AT THE END of each session of the 
recently condoded World Court 
hearings into Nicaragua’s complaint 
of U.S. aggression, a diplomatic 
cable from the Netherlands went to 
the State Department describing the 
day’s proceedings. 

The ad minis tration of PieskleDt 
Reagan decided to boycott the pro- 
ceedings by the l&-jadge toiut in 
The Hague, but is not tgooru^ them. 
It caimot afford to because it racog- 
mzes that in a very real sense its 
policies toward Nicaragua can be 
conadered on trial before the world. 

Officials know that a ruling; oow 
awaited, finding the U.S. guilty of 
aggressiOD would mark a diplomatic 
setback. It might not receive con- 
siderable attention in the U.S. but 
would be certain to draw great notice 
abroad. 

Previously unknown details of 
Aoimcaa iavoivemeot with the anti- 
govenunent guerrillas, Imown as 
.Contras, are being alleged before 
the court ' by Nicaragua, which is 
seating milUons of dollars in dam- 
a^. 

State Department analysts pore 
over the daily document, examining 
the charges being made by the 
Nicaraguan government and its wit- 
nesses, and deddiog whether to re- 
spond. 

A U.S. diplomat sits in the court 
as an unofficial observer, listening 
and taking notes. Aa American 
judge also sits on the 16-judge panel.

THE REAGAN administration has 
issued a 130-page document disput- 
ing the ebar^ raised by Nicaragua. 
The document is being unofficially 
dfrtributed to tbe judges, but has no 
legal standing, says a .State Depart- 
ment legal officer. 

The document was made public by 
tbe State Department at a press 
oonfereoce early this month, when 
the trial opened. "We have no 
reason to disguise ii - it was not 
coincidental that it was released at 
this time," said tbe legal officer, who 
spoke on condition not be identi- 
fied. 

Tbe American decision Vo boycott 
tbe court action, taken last year, was 
a controversial one, espraally in 
view of tile U.S. long commitment to 
tbe rule of law and its past backing 
for the World Court, which is tbe 


legal arm of tbe United Nations. 

Tbe administration of Presdent 
Jimmy Carter, in fact, bad brought a 
case against Iran after tbe taking of 
American hostages. Iran boycotted 
those proceedings, which found in 
favor (rf tbe U.S. 

Abraham D. Sofaer, the State 
Department legal adviser, insisted to 
reporters that Nicaragua's case was 
not an appropriate issue for the court 
to conader. He said it is .a political 
matter that should be taken up by 
tbe UN Security Council. 

But tbe court decided unanimous- 
ly last year that it did have authority 
and, by a 14-1 vote, issued an order 
that tbe U.S. refrain from its tiireats 
or nse of force against Nicaragua. 

IN ADDITION to the U.S. the 
judges are from France, Britain, 


Italy and Norway, plus Argentina. 
Brazil, Japan. Nigeria. India. Al^r- 
ia. Senegal. Oiina, the Soviet Union 
and Poland. As a participant. Nicar- 
agua is also represented. 

The Reagan admimstFatioo has 
not allowed its policies in Nicaragua 
to be tested in any international 
body. It has in the past used its veto 
to block UN ^curity Council conde- 
onation of U.S. actions. 

Even the so-called four-nation 
Contadora group of Panama, M«^ 
ico, Colombia and Venezuela, un 
which the U.S. says it relies to find a 
solution, has not yet come up with a 
proposal acceptable to Washington. 

Privately, middle-level officials at 
the State Department acknowledge 
that tbe administration does not 
want to subject its Nicaraguan poli- 
cies to international judgment - out 
of concern it would be declared the 
aggressor. 

Elliott Abrams, the assistant 
secretary of state for Latin American 
affairs, said recently that the Nicara- 
guans were telling “an awfol lot of 
ties" at the World Court. But he said 
it in a briefing for reporters, not ih ^ ' 
court where such an accusation 
could be judged. 

Offid^ will not say now whether 
they will ignore the court's ruling if it 
rules in favour of Nicaragua. But the 
betting is the Reagan administration 
will declare any such judgment null 
and void, while continuing to give 
support to the Contras.iAsnciaied Prcei

The school has 125 cbldren m 
grades firom nursery school to grade

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Banks makiiig final effort 
to help pensioners decide 
about their bank shares

Only four business days, including 
toddy, are left before the October 1 
cut^ifT date, when pensioners must 
instruct their banks regarding the 
money due to them from the upcom> 
ing redemption of their bunk shares. 
.As the deadline nears, the banks 
have put their advisory services into 
high gear. 

Latest figures show that -even at 
Bank Hapoalim. which has been the 
lender in providing special explana* 
tory seniccs. only 60% of those 
pensioners holding bank Shares have 
so far given a firm instruction. At 
Bunk Leumi. 45% of customers in- 
volved had their orders punched into 
the computers, while an estimated 
further 10% are “in the pipeline." 
The remaining 40% or more will 
have to ulve their orders before next 
Monday or else their shares will be 
bloeked for a further two years. 

Since tomorrow is a short business 
day. being Friday, and Sunday is 
similarly shortened because it is the 
eve of Suceot. and Monday is not a 
business day at all. Tuesday, the last 
day. is becoming crucial and a rush is 
expected to develop. But Tuesday is 
the first day of Hoi Hamoed Succot 
and would normally be a half-day 
itself at the banks. However, the 
shortness of time left is forcing the 
bunks to adopt extra hours. 

Thus Leumi. which has been oper- 
ating special advisory centres in 40 of 
its branches, is to keep them open 
today from 8.30 a.m. to 7 JO p.m. 
non-stop. Discount is keeping its 
branches open until eight o'clock 
this evening, while Hapoalim has 
announced “that on Tuesday it will 
open in the afternoon as on a regular 
Tuesday. 

This will serve not only the needs 
of the pensionezs, who are concen- 
trated primarily in the investment 
departments, but also those of other 
customers who because of the series 
of short business days, may have 
been unable to transact their busi- 
ness recently. 

Hapoalim has estimated that its 
special “hot-line" advisory tele- 
phone service has served more than 
l.OnCi |iCopIe in the two weeks of its 
operation, of whom about a quarter 
were not regular Hapoalim custom- 
ers. Hapoalim's active approach in 
tackling the difficult investment de- 
cisions posed by the pensioners' 
bank share redemptions was subse- 


Hapoalim has made the centre- 
piece of its campmgn the feet that the 
return on its main index and dollar- 
liidced savings sdiemes have been 
improved for the current campaign. 
Also, the Treasury has promised not 
to change the basic terms of these 
schemes before October 31, when 
the pensioners receive their money. 

Thus, the bank says, there is no

Egyptfplunges on flotation rumour 


CAIRO (Reuter). - Rumours chat 
Egypt is considering floating its 
pound in a de facto devaluation sent 
the currency plun^g to record lows 
on the free market tfads week, but the 
central bank denied a decision had 
been taken or was imminent.. 

Strong market rumours t^t Egypt 
would announce a flotation 
week sparked what money-changers 
called "a panic dtuation.** 

They quoted the pound at be- 
tween 1.74 and 1.83, to the dollar, a 
depredation of aimntf 25% io titree 
weeks. This compares to an offidal 
“incentive" rate of 1.35. The pre- 
vious low was 1.55 to the doUar 
earlier tins year. 

Foreign bankers and busiaessmea 
said there was a severe shortage of 
dollars on the free market, tradi- 
tionally the main source of hard cash 
for importers. 

This was due partly to antidpation 
of new import laws and partly to a 
recent dedine in Egypt's bard cur- 


rency income from oO and remitc- 
ances by expatrfete workers. 

The government is about to issue a 
new imports list under which some 
goods wQ] be banned and import 
duties reviewed. The move is de- 
signed to oiri> imports and save 
foreign exdiange. 

Bankers said the Egyptian pound 
was overvalued and Che ^rvernment 
was under pressure to d^^ue.

13.4% market share, after a big 
surge in British sales and a buoyant 
performance in West Germany.

Sal^ rose hr an main divi- 
sions, altiliotigb the biggest increase 
was in indushial vehides, which saw 
turnover advance by 19%, while 
sales in the robotics diviston jumped

“I wasn't dealing with them direct- 
ly. Dave Parker knew of them,” said 
Milner, refening to baseball 
sources, 

“We did things. We did them 
together, but I didn't consider him 
(Parker) the middle man,” Milner 
said of the current Cmemnati Reds 
outfielder, who, he said, frequently 
bad cocaine during their fin al sea- 
sons with the Pirates. 

Milner, released by the Pirates in 
1983, testified for the second time in 
three weeks, in a Federal Court trial 
of a man accused of dealing drugs to 
players. Previously, he had testified 
in the case of Cu^ Strong, 39, a 
former Philadelphia Phillies club- 
house cook convicted last week on 
11 of 14 counts of cocaine distribu- 
tion. 

Milner testified in the second 
week of the trial of Robert ”Rav'* 
McCue, 39, of suburban Upper St. 
Clair. Pennsylvania, and former 
controller for Ae East» Seals S^e- 
ty of Allegheny County. McCue is 
accused of 13 counts of distributing 
cocaine: 

Former Pirates shortstop Dale 
Berra, now with the New York 
Yankees, testified last week that he 
had purchased cocaine fiom McCoe 
on .four occarions. Milner siad he 
bought cocaine from McCue on nine 
occasidns from 1983-1985, including 
two Pittsburgh Steelers* football 
games' daring the 1983 and 1984 
seasons.

Architects of W. German^ 
soccer share birthdays 


BONN (Reuter). - The names of 
Frmiz Beckenbauer and Helmut 
Scboen, engineer and architect of 
one of Europe's greatest soecer 
teams, are again linked this month as 
they celebrate their 40th and 70th 
birthdays respectively. Beckenbauer 
is manager of tbe West German 
national team, Schoeo, the master 
from whombe learned so much in his 
playing career. 

It was 20 years ago this month riiat 
the two men started on a 12 -year 
partnership of almost unqualified 
success. Sdioen had taken over as 
national trainer tbe previous season 
from Sepp Herbetger and was look- 
ing for fresh faces to revitalise a 
la^ustre German team in time for 
the 1966 World Cup finals. 

The 20-year^id Beckenbauer had 
just a handful* of Bundesliga games 
behind him for newly promoted 
Bayern Munich but the shrewd 
Schoen had spotted his huge poten- 
tial. 

“Kaiser Franz,'* as he was to be- 
come known around the world, star- 
red in zoidfield in a 2-1 win over 
Sweden on his debut and immediate- 
ly became a permanent fixture in a 
side which won 12 of its next 14 
games before losing 4-2 to England 
at Wembley in extra time in the 
thrilling 19^ final. 

Beckenbauer, who invented and 
perfected .the “libero*' role ol.a 
freerflowuig aftackmg jdefonder, he- 
came capt^ in 1971 and led West 
Gcnnmy to the European Cham- 
pionship in 1972 and tiie World Cup 
title two years later. Tfis side were 
denied another title in 1976 when 
they lost on penalties to Chechoslo- 
vakia in tbe European final. 

By the time Beckenbauer decided 
to start a new career in the fledgUng 
North' American Soccer League a 
year later, he had won a recoiti 103 
caps and served for 50 games as 
ca ptain under Sdioen, winning no 
fewer than 34. 

A year later a (fi^irited Schoen 
retir^ after his national team, lack- 


ing Beckenbauer's inspirational 
leadership, flopped at the 1^8 
World Cupfinalsin Argentina. 

Though Beckenbauer captured a 
few headlines while pla^g for New 
York Cosmos and later back in the 
Bundesliga with Hamburg, essen- 
tially both men faded from the lime- 
Kght. 

But the charismatic Beckenbauer, 
formerly Schoen's pupil, surged 
back to promineace last year when 
he became the master, talmg charge 
of the West German team after the 
resignation of Schoen’s successor 
Jupp Deiwall. 

“1 have never f± so good," si^ 
Beckenbauer. 'T feel better than 
when I was 20. People always talk 
about the great stress of this job but I 
can't imagine a nicer stress - travell- 
ing because of football, meeting 
young people, being in the open air- 
ft’s wonderful.” 

Beckenbauer says be has three 
goals for the friture • to win the 
European Championship in West 
Germany in 1988, to coach in the 
United States, a country he loves 
from his New York days, and, less 
seriously, to beat Jack Nicklaus at 
golf. 

Sdioen, who had a quiet family 
birthday ^ebration, can still some- . 
times be persuaded to reappear on 
the trainer’s bench.

.the West Gemimj and English teams 
from the 1966 World Cup final met 
apin in a nostalgia game in md of 
victims of last May's Bradford sta- 
dium disaster. 

Tm at an age where I can't accept

Schoen, who scored 16 goals him- 
self for Germany in 15 appearances, 
likes to look b^ at the good old 
days. “1 adneved all a tramer could 
m achieve, " be said, 1 dnnk I 
had it easer thu Franz - he has no 
Beckenbauer in Ids team.”

U.S. notconcemed 
about golfii^li^emony 


SUTTON COLFIELD (AP). - A 
number of circumstances - the Ryd- 
er Cup loss to Europe chief among 
them - have cast considerable doubt 
on the United States' continued 
domination of world professional 
golf. 

“We are no longer tbe underdogs. 
We made history.” said delighted 
captain Tony Jack^ after his Euro- 
pe team had beaten the Amer- 
icans by five points in the recent 
hiftnniai trausatlmtic contesL 

Ken Schofield, executive director 
of die European PGA tour, hailed 
the victory as a major strider in the 
rise of European golf, “setting us 
forward seve^ years in one step.” 

The Ryder (fnp triumph, ^ong 
with victories by European players 
in two of the season's four major 
events, not only signalled a bre^- 
tbrou^ for European golf. It also 
raised the question of ahetfaer the 
American game may be in decline. 

Not so, says Lee Trevino, captain 
of the U.$. team that was beaten for 
the first time in 28 yean. 

“You're never going 16 'have a 
decline in tbe American game so 
long as we have tbe sponsors that we 
do, when we have tbe television that 
we do. when we keep on breeding all 
those great players in tbe colleges,” 
Trevino said. 

Tbe frict remains, however, that 
tbe Europeans fielded perhaps their 
strongest team in a quarter-century, 
the United States one of its weakest. 

Tbe resulting American loss came 
as a climax to one of the more 
unusual seasons professional golf 
has seen. 

CONSIDER: two of tbe game's 
big four titles were won by Enro- 
peans, tbe Masters by Bernhard lan- 
ger of West Germuy. Tbe British 
Open by Scotsman Sandy Lyle. The 
other two were won by American 
veterans emerging from lengthy 
slumps, Andy North in the U.S. 
Open, Hubert Green in tbe PGA. 

CONSIDER: Americans femous 
for having dominated the game - 
Jack Nic^us, Lee Trevino, Tom 
Watson, Craig Stadler, Ben Cren- 
shaw, lirry Nelson and Johnny Mil- 
ler - have not won in the U.S. this 
season.

CO^IDER: The American tour 
simply did not produce a clearly 
dominant player or group of players. 

“You see tins sort of thing, it's a 
transition year. It happens every 
seven, eight, 10 years,” maintains 
Jack Tutl^, the veteran tournament 
director for the PGA tour. 

All those factors came together in 
the Ryder Cup loss, which, Trevino 
believes, will not really have an 


imi»ct on U.S. golf on a long-range 
ba^. 

“It doesn't do an\lhing to hurt 
American golf, but it's going to pro- 
duce a helluva rise in European 
golf,” Trevino added. 

And European golf is not alone in 
its rise. The game also is improving 
greatly in Australia and Japan, uith 
each country now producing players 
capable of comp^tion on equal 
footing with the best from the States. 

The European tour, spread 
through 10 countries, now has a 
30-touinament schedule offering ab- 
out $5.5m. in total prizes.

“While no one likes to lose, the 
Ryder Cup loss probably is good for 
the worldwide game,” said one 
American tour spokesman. “It cen- 
tainly will create more interest when 
tbe Cat 
1987. 

“It's simply an indication that 
European golf is becoming more 
competitive with the American 
game.” 

Now, however, the Americans 
must prove they are competitive 
with the European game. 

To do that, a core of clearly out- 
standing players is needed. That 
group is not readily identifiable. 
Only time can tell if it will be pro- 
duct by what Trevino calls the 
“breeding grounds of the colleges.*'

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PLO murder on Yom Kippur 


'WHILE ACROSS the Atlantic Yasser Arafat was being hailed 
as the moderate leader of an organization that was the "'sole 
legitimate representative of the Palestinian people,” Arafat's 
killers struck in Mediterrane^ waters. When they were 
Thr ough with their bloody deed yesterday, three Isra^ civi> 
lians, a woman and two men, lay dead aboard their yacht 
docking in Lamaca harbour. 

The PLO office in Cyprus denied any connection with the 
hanri of three that committed the murders. But there is little 
doubt that tb^ were on assignment for the double-faced PLO 
chief himself. Members of the Fatah’s elite group known as 
Force 17, which bad started oitt as Arafat's personal body- 
guard, they had put word out in advance of their plan. It was to 
take Israelis hostage to secure the release of 20 comrades-in- 
teiTOrism - among them the d^uty commander of Force 17 - 
captured by the Israel navy a few weeks ago while en route from 
Lamaca to a murderous exploit within Israel. 

But they took no hostages. They slew the woman while 
boarding the yacht, early on the morning of Yom Kippur, and a 
few hours later, without warning, they ^ot the two men. 

Plainly, titter security measures vidU have U) be taken, not 
least by ffie authorities in Nicosia, if Israelis aTe.to be allowed to 
keep travelling into the Greek-speaking areas of Cyprus. 
Having played wUling host to the FLO, and having had a taste 
of its terrorism before, it would only be proper for the Cyprus 
government to hand the three terrorists - two Arabs and one 
apparently a German - over to Israel for trial, under the terms 
of the European Extradition Convention. 

If it does not, the Cyprus government must surely see to it 
that the assassins are brought to the bar of justice on Cyprus 
soil. To set them free under cover of expulsion would only 
compound the felony. 

But the main lesson from yesterday's ghastly tragedy should 
be drawn 1^ those who persist in deluding themselves that they 
can do business with Yasser Arafat and his gang in the interest 
of Middle East peace. It is time they reaUzed mat the head of 
the PLO rump whidi includes Force 17 is the killer of any hope 
of peace that would render justice to legitimate Palestinian 
aspirations. 


Voting with their bank shares 


A SMALL SECTOR of the population is, over the next few 
days, going to take a collective dedsion which will have a major 
impact on the whole country, without full imderstanding of the 
alternatives - and certainly without regard for the national 
issues that it might affect. 

The people in question are those elderly pesons who bold 
bank shares which • according to the famous "‘arrangement" 
hammered out between the Treasury and me banlu in me 
madow of me October 1983 bank-share collapse - are to be 
redeemed by the government at me end of next monm. Their 
dedsion is so important because never before has me Israel 
economy feced .the problem of having to recyde such a vast 
amount of government debt - $700 million - and mat in one 
day. 

The short-term threat is clear enou^. If a signfficant part of 
me S700m. goes to consumption, in whatever form, me effect 
on the general economy, in prices and thus inflation, and in 
spending and mus on me b^ance of payments, could be so 
great as to wipe out me painfully won stability in prices and 
exchange rates that has characterized me period since July 1 . It 
must be understood mat unless me money goes back to me 
Treasury through purchases of new government bonds, it may 
be re^rded as having gone to consumption. This is because 
even if it is invested by me pensioner in an e,\isting savings 
instrument - a bond on me market, for example - while he may 
have continued to save, me seller of me bond he bought will 
spend the money. If me seller is a bank, it may use me proceeds 
of its sale to.make a new loan, which is a step even more directly 
opposed to me thrust of current policy. 

Apart from mreatening to undermine me policy of economic 
stabilization, iht elderly persons’ bank shares pose a main 
threat: If the current redemption of STOOm. fails to be recycled, 
men me for more significant recycling due in three years time, 
when the main multi-billion dollar bu& of me bank shares come 
due, will be seen to be a hopeless task and the feats regarding 
the difficulties in recycling such an enormous sum will become 
certainties. Since me bank shares are by far me single largest 
component of the $35 billion mountain of internal debt that 
looms over me economy, me degree of coofidenoe attaching to 
the government's ability to meet its obligations in mat re^^rd is 
crucial. 

But the micro decision of each pensioner-shareholder will 
not be based on these considerations. Ramer, and for under- 
standable reasons, each individual, couple or family will decide 
according to its own needs and circumstances, whether and how 
to spend or save me money it is due to receive. The responsibil- 
ity for creating mis situation, and for its resolution, rests wim 
tile Treasury and mere alone. Its handling of this delicate 
problem has been found wanting at every stage. 

For a long time me whole subject of what to do about me 
elderly persons was put off, mou^ it could hardly have been 
expected to disappear as a result. \^en it was finally tackled, 
the approach adopted was consistently wrong. Consultation 
with the commercial banks, whose experience and success in 
recycling debt is one of the few areas in which mey have 
consistently shown efficiency and imagination, was limited. As 
a result, me initial blunder was made of rejecting the banks' 
propo^ to allow the Shareholders to remain wim me shares 
memselves and amply improve me term offered mem in 
‘"Arrangement IT'. Had this been done and pensioners been 
left wim a semi-liquid instrument giving a decent return, most 
of them would not have bothered to ^ange the status quo. 
Instead, me choices offered them were structured so mat they 
had to do someming; once this was so, the likelihood of their 
going further and taking the money increased si^iificantly. 

Then, me Treasury officials decided to design meir own 
schemes. Not surpisingly, they fell flat on their feces, as the 
statistics now emerging from the banks make clear. Two-thirds 
of the elderly pesons to have decided so far have \‘oted against 
the special Treasury schemes offered mem. 

To compound the mistakes, the Treasury forced people to 
decide by October 1, aimough meir money was not due until 
October 31. Pressure to grant an extension was steadfastly 
refused, for no known reason. The results of this sequence of 
blunders may now be inspected in any bank branch in the 
country, but me possible outcome for the economy take a 
few more weeks to feed through. Neveitbeless, if me polls close 
on October 1 and me votes are not massively in favour of 
continued saving, me damage will have been done. 

It is still just possible to head off the coming threats, even at 
me twelfth hour. The Finance Minister or his deputy can still 
summon the Knesset finance committee, if necessary over me 
objections of Agudat Yisrael chairman Avrabam Shapira that it 
should not meet on me eve of Succot, and ram through an 
extension of me October 1 deadline. The extra time mus gained 
should be used to allow the banks to put together and sell 
a^r^ively to me pensioner a savings scheme based on me 
existing, and well-lwown models, but wim improved terms. 
There is so much at stake mat it is woith even a deqjcrate try.

considerations. 


THIS IDEOLOGY represents a

Too often, however, in advocatn 
have sou^t to advance the mis- 
chievous notion that mose who dis- 
agree with them are not only 'mis- 
taken- which may or may not be the 
case - but disloyal to Israel, even 
dangerously subversve. Too often, 
they seek, by intimidation, to im- 
p<^ a climate that discourages free 
and open discussion. 

To cite a small bat telling exam- 
ple, me term “We^Bank" has fallen 
into ideological disrepute; only me 
use of Judea and Samaria for me 
territories is evidence of right thiok- 
ing. This insistence on linguistic pur- 
ity is symptomatic of a totalitarian 
impalre mat U entirely out of place 
in American Jewish life. 

I would like to believe that our 
discussions in Cairo, Amman and 
Jerusalem made some Mnali con- 


tribntion to fee advancement of the 
peace process. It most certainly 
served the not unimportant purpose 
of reaffirming me independence of 
Jewim communities eve^here and 
our commitment to me democratic 
characterof American Jewish life. It 
was a setback for mose who would 
have it otherwise. 

Ceaily, Mr. Shamir would have it 
omerwise. Most tellit^y, in his cri- 
ticism of the American Jewish Con- 
gress, Shamir stated that he opposed 
our meetings “as a xnatier of prind- 
ple.” 

"The world most know mat Israel 
presents the Jewish people on Jew- 
ish problems. Jewish organizations 
ought not to undertake political 
work- except when Israel asks them 
to.^ Wim this statement. Shamir 
reaches me heart of me maner. He 
assumes mat Diaspora Jewish com- 
munities and organizations are not 
independent. 

It should go without saying that 
Jewish communities throughout me 
world, especially in the U.S., cate- 
gorically reject this proposition. 

AUJewim groups are aware of the 
obligation to consult wkh Israeli 
leaders when they consider actions 
and polides that may affect Israel's 
interests and well-b^g. None of 
mem equates such responsible con- 
sultation wim me kind of subservi- 
ence that Mr. Shamir advocates, for 


mat would diminish and demean the 
integrity and dignity of Jewish- life 
everywhere. 


BEYOND THIS larger question of 
prindpie, there is me inore dscreet 
question of whether me meetings of 
the American Jewish Congress wim 
Arab leaders in some way damaged 
Israel, Shamir told Mr. Peres in 
advance of our trip mat he objected 
to the congress mission for two 
reasons; a that members of me 
American Jewish Congress delega- 
tion would be brainwashed by the 
Arab leaders we would be meeting 
wim; and his conce'm chat we would 
seek to negotiate on behalf of Israel. 

If it were true, as Mr. Sbamxr 
seems to believe, that . American 
Jews are so mindless as to be “brain- 
washed" if exposed to conversations 
wim Arab leadds, what possible 
weight can anyone attadi to meir 
support of Israel? More important, 
who is doing me brainwashing? Isn't 
an insistence mat American Jews not 
expose themselves to any point of 
view other than me official Israeli 
one the worst form of brainwashing? 

The notion that we would pre- 
sume to speak for me State of Imel 
- or mat. if we did, anyone would 
take us seriously- is really too silly to 
comment on. 

A more serious concern is that 
King Hussein might use tiiese meet- 


in fact, we did find King Hussein 
to be a reasonable person, and we 
are persuaded — as are most of 
Israel's political leaders - that he 
would genuinely like to resolve his 
diffmnees with Israel. He wishes to 
do so not out of altruism, but for the 
best of reasons - a keen interest in 
his own survival. 

It does not follow, however, that 
. Washington should supply him wim 
sophisticated weapons, for should 
war break out in the area. King 
Hussein would inevitably be compel- 
led to join it - as he was compelled to 
do in the 1967 war. These new 
weapons would once again be used 
against Israel. This is why any such 
new arms shipments must be 
opposed as long as no formal peace 
exists between Jordan and Israel. 

In short, Mr. Shamir can relax, 
farael's case is not nearly as fragile as 
he seems to fear it to be and Amer- 
ican Jews are not nearly as mindless 
and unprincipled as he seems to 
think they are. Their commitment to 
me well-being and security of Israel 
remains unqualitied. 

But they do not construe that 
commitment to require them to com- 
promise their independence. There 
will always be differences in a demo- 
cratic society about the wisdom and 
eWcacy of specific actions and poli- 
cies. Jewish life can cope with these 
stresses; indeed, it is often enriched 
by mem. 

What Jewish life cannot tolerate 
and what would seriously damage 
• Jewish interests everywhere - in 
Israel no less than in the Diaspora - 
are misguided efforts to stifle and 
repress its democratic character.

There will always be an open and 
li^timate question of whemer it is 
better to have Kahane and his 
henchmen in the Knesset — under 
some control - or to push mem 
cither underground or into me 
streets. 

If I had my wayi I wonld not 
hesitate for a moment to declare 


mem an unlawful oiganization to be 
persecuted by the agencies desig- 
nated to fight subversion. 

But I shall not have my way. And 
it may so ha{^>en mat the Kahanists 
will win several seats in me next 
Knesset - for the sake of argument, 
let's assume five. N^rtually all the 
votes fcff Kahane will come from 
the right and the religious bloc, i.e. 
Liinid, Tehiya and the national- 
religious-SoDist parties. 

Here lies the most important 
problem Kahane and his foUoweis 
pose to the Israeli body politic. The 
right may lose its grip on power in 
favour of a posrible centre-left coali- 
tion. 

Foliticans and political parties will 
go to great lengths to stay in power. 


They will stretch whatever scruples 
are left to foem in order to justify 
odd coalitions to me ultimate ends of 
not losing power. 

Thus, if a right-wing coalition is to 
be possible by even tacit support of 
me Kahanist faction, it will take real 
heroic politicans to decline such sup- 
port • 

Keeping Eretz Yisrael intact is 
more than an excuse for many on the 
right, particularly me Tehiya move- 
ment. Thus “moral" ends ^ justify 
realpolitik means. 

As Kahane is no saint, he will 
exact a price for his support or his 
abstaining. This price will increare 
wim evepr difficulty feced by a right- 
ist coalition. 

People no doubt will ask for evi- 


dence that such an alarmist scenario 
could be fulfilled. This is not too 
difficult to supply. First, opinion 
polls have consistently shown mat 
Kahane's support is thought to have 
increased since last year's election. 
The polls only differ on the size of his 
shareofsuf^rt— for from five to ten 

Knesset seats. 

Thus, Likud and other compo- 
nents of the right must take note. 

■ Indeed, Finance Minister Yitzhak 
Moda'i in a radio interview broad- 
cast on Rosh Hashana said that if the 
polls are correct and Kahane is not 
barred by law from running for the 
Knesset and the Alignment refuses 
to enter into another wide coalition 
with fee Likud, he would not reject 
the passive support of Kach in me 
Knesset. 

Here lies me real danger. Not a 
coup by me rioting mob, but a clean 
bill of heaim to Israeli fascists issued 
by me legitimate right. No wonder I 
vrish Meoachem Begin were still 
around.
